The presidential] guard consisting 
of 100 picked soldiers had earlier 
been thrown to the support of po- 
lice, who were weary from the 
strain of the last 72 hours’ vigil. 

The streets of Huvana where 
rioting has centered since a clash 
at Santiago de Cuba Monday be- 
tween several hundred demonstra- 
tors and police which took a toll 
of one death and injury of 50, were 
deserted this afternoon. 

With students taking the lead 
in open attack upon the Govern- 
ment, clashing almost hourly with 
police, troops were called from 
Camp Columbia early this after- 
noon. 

Most of the population remained 
indoors following a volley of shots 
fired by police near Central Park 
in the heart of the business district 
to disperse students. These had 
gathered to march in a body to 
the Spanish language newspaper, 
Diario de la Marina, which was 
closed today for the first time in 
98 vears, when Government censors 
took objections to photographs and 
editorial matter for publication.

FESS BACKS DOWN

Tom Taylor, McMinn County Rep- 
resentative in the Legislature, said 
that he and his colleagues would 
institute proper proceedings. 

It was said that deposits of State 
highway funds had been made in 
banks in a larger sum than the 
banks’ capital would justify under 
the law. 

In the recent election campaign, 
Gov. Horton’s opponent, Arthur 
Bruce of Memphis, charged that 
Tennessee really had three Gover- 
nors: Gov. Horton, Rogers Cald- 
well and Luke Lea, Bruce assert- 
ed that the Horté4 administration 
showed favoritism to the Caldwell-} 
Lea interests and that large State 
sums were put in banks in which 
Caldwell was interested. 

The Bank of Tennessee, which 
did not accept general deposits 
from individuals, but served as a

Victims Trapped While Asleep.

The first landslide, loosened ap- 
parently by heavy rains of the 
last two days, rushed down and 
crushed three. buildings in the 
twinkling of an eye. Police and 
firemen hurried to the scene but 
hardly had they entered the area 
than‘a house collapsed above them 
burying,them.

60 KILLLED, MANY 
HURT IN LANDSLIDE

from windows and doorways to 
safety, but most of the inhabitants 
of the houses were buried as they 
collapsed. There was an initial 
landslide at 1 a. m., another short- 
ly after, a third at 3 a. m., and a 
fourth at 4 a.m, The authorities 
fear there wil] be additional move- 
ments. 

All buildings in the immediate 
vicinity of the stricken district have 
been evacuated, including the 
Charity Hospital nearby. Victims 
were taken to the Cathedral for 
treatment. That building, one of 
the most noted churches of Eu- 
rope, stands on the top of a huge 
rock hill which dominates Lyons 
and is said to Se in no danger. 

Authorities highly praised the 
courage of priests of the parish, 
who went about among the ruins 
to administer the rites of the 
church to the helpless victims. 

While it was still impossible to 
gauge the full extent of the tragedy 
because of the tons of earth that 
must be removed, late estimates 
placed the number of dead be- 
tween 60 and 100. 

“A sinister crackling like a thun- 
der clap,” was the way Pauline 
Monier, an elderly woman, de- 
scribed the landslide. 

“TI was surprised,” she said, ‘‘be- 
cause the sky was clear and many 
stars were visible.” 

She was rescued by firemen. 

Yvonne Charbouillot, who also 
was rescued, said she was awak- 
ened by a terrific noise while her 
house shook frightfully. 

“T had the impression it was a 
severe earthquake,” she told the 
authorities. 

Pierre Gelin, who lived in one 
of the destroyed houses along with 
50 other tenants, said: 

“T rushed out at the first noise. 
I thought it was an explosion of 
dynamite. Fifty feet away I 
watched the house crumple. JI still 
don’t know how many of my 
friends were trapped and buried.”

Alcohol Develops in Ten Gal- 
lons Sold to Dry Agents 
and Action Follows. 


Several weeks ago prohibition 
agents went to the California 
Grape Juice Corporation, 3519 Eas- 
ton avenue, and bought two five- 
gallon kegs and 10 gallons of grape 
juice. Taking the supplies to the 
office of Deputy Prohibition Ad- 
ministrator Dillon in the Federal 


Building, they allowed the grape 
juice to ferment. 

On this evidence, Dillon said, a 
search warrant was obtained yes- 
terday and Max Rader, proprietor, 
was ordered to appear at the Fed- 
eral Building to give $1000 bond 
on a charge of “sale and posses- 
sion of materials designed for the 
manufacture of illicit liquors.’’ His 
stock of grape juice, malt syrup, 
kegs, crocks, bottles and bottle 
caps, valued at $5000 by Dillon, 
was seized. 

The agents, according to Dillon, 
received detailed instructions from 
Rader on how to convert the grape 
juice into wine. Tests, he said, 
showed an alcoholic content of 
from 9 to 14 per cent. 

Rader declared that he had a 
legal right to sell grape juice, cit- 
ing a section permitting each 
householder to inake 200 gallons a 
year if it was not intoxicating. 
Order blanks filled out by cus- 
tomers bore a printed notation at 
the bottom stating that the order 
was for.a nonintoxicating grape 
juice for delivery in compliance 
with all laws. 

A Supreme Court decision on the 
subject, written by Justice Holmes, 
states: “If the empty containers 
and other objects seized were of- 
fered for sale in such a mode as 
purposely to attract purchasers 
who wanted them for unlawful 
manufacture, as we interpret the 
word, they were designed for that 
manufacture and could be seized.” 
The raid is the fourth made in 
St. Louis under the Supreme Court

Its attitude on the question of 
fruit juices in the home has not 
changed since 1926, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Mitchell said today, but a new 
factor has arisen which is not cov- 
ered by previous statements of 
policy. This is the sale of grape 
concentrate, which becomes wine 
after fermentation. 
Col. Amos W. W. Woodcock, Di- 
rector of Prohibition Enforcement, 
returned to Washington yesterday 
for conferences with Mitchell on

Jimmie Jackson, 24 years ojd, an 
Indian, of Pawhuska, Ok,’ fell 
dying from the open door of the 
robber car, and Carter Camp, 22, 
also of i Pawhuska, sprawled 
wounded in the street and begged 
ofifcers not to kill him. 

A tip several days ago resulted 
in the officers’ trap into which the 
two men walked. ; 

In Stores Near Bank. 

A. B. Cooper of the State Buread 
of Criminal Identification stationed 
himself in a store adjoining the 
bank. The rest of the party, in- 
cluding Art Redman, Ponca City, 
Chief of Police and myself were 
across the street in the J. W. El-« 
kins Grocery. , 

About 9:45 o'clock a brow 
coupe drove up in front of thd 
bank and two men dréssed in whitd 
painters’ overalls and white jumpe 
ers, with handkerchiefs tied oveg 
their faces, jumped out. The twq@ 
ran into the bank. 

J. C. Roberts, cashier, and Vs 
N. Ehler, customer, were alone, 
Whipping out pistols the robbers 
‘forced Ehler against the wall, Robe 
erts was compelled to open the 
safe and drew out $2000 in cashes 
in two leather bags. The men 
seized the money and ran to the 
waiting car. 

At this moment the officers burs{ 
from the store across the street. 
Calling “throw up your hands,” 
the officers began firing when the 
men started for their car. Slugs 
from high powered rifles and buck- 
shot from riot guns riddled the car 
and the two robbers fell in the 
street. 

Tears Away Jackson's Mask. 

Jackson fell face forward. Camp

Hoffman avenue resulted in the 
finding of a pistol later identified 
as one takeh from the bank by the 
robbers. Although he denied com- 
plicity in the holdup, Postoffice 
Inspector Reuter said he refused 
explain his possession of the 
stolen weapon. 

Another pistol, three high-pow- 
ered rifles and two shotguns, with 
Jarge quantities of ammunition, 
alsq were found in the house. An 
investigation of the garage dis- 
closed an automobile answering the 
description of the ‘i1achine used by 
the Valley Park robbers. - Police 
reported the motor number had 
been changed. Livingston had $327 
in his pockets when arrested. 

Federal authorities became in- 
terested in the case as a result of 
the theft of $300 in postage stamps 
which the Valley Park postmaster 
had deposited at the bank for safe 
keeping. 

Police records show that Liv- 
ingston was released from the Fed- 
eral penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga., 
last spring after serving a term of 
a year and a day for liquor law 
violation in Oklahoma. 

If prosecuted in Federal Court, 
Livington might be sentenced to 10 
years’ imprisonment and be fined 


$5000, the maximum penalty.

By the Associated Preas, 
CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—The in- 
come tax returns of Jack Guzik, 


reputed business manager for the 
Capone Syndicate, were put in Fed- 
eral Court records today showing 
earnings of $60,240 for 1927, 1928 
and 1929. The Government, prose- 
cuting him for alleged evasion of 
income tax payments, charges his 
income in those years exceeded 
$1,000,000. 
Guzik’s returns were introduced 
over the objections of his counsel, 
and the Government immediately 
began to present evidence of his 
bank deposits for the three years. 
Charles Arndt, chief of the income | 
tax division of the Internal Reve~ 
nue Department, identified the 
gangster’s returns, figuring his 
1927 income at $18,090; $24,000 in 
1928 and $18,150 in 1929. 
Banker Is U. S. Witness. 
The prosecution placed Rodney 
T. Badger, vice president of the 
Equitable Trust Co., on the stand. 
In his opening address to the ju- 
rors Dwight H. Green, Assistant 
U. 8. District Attorney, had said 
he would show that Guzik deposit- 
ed $601,654 in the Equitable Bank 
during 1927 and cashed checks to- 
taling $46,000 in the same year. He 
expected also to show deposits of 
$245,197 and checks of $2000 in 
1228 and deposits of $6487 in 1929. 
In another bank, Green said, he 
would produce evidence of $1065,- 
806 deposits in the last two years, 
ail representing income from gam- 
bling houses and racetrack inter- 
ests. 
Badger identified Guzik in the 
courtroom, testifying the gangster 
had opened his account at the 
Equitable Bank in 1924 and main- 
tained it until the middle of 1929. 
He identified a check for $8000 
signed by J. C. Dunbar, formerly 
cashier at a Guzik gambling house. 
The check was indorsed by Guzik. 
Dunbar is sought by the defendant 
as a witness. 
Chester Johnson, teller at the 
Equitable Bank, identified a total 
of $250,000 in checks written on 
the Pinkert State Bank of Cicero 
and indorsed finally by Guzik. An- 
other teller told the jury one per- 
son had made 112 deposits to the 
credit of Guzik’s account. Wit- 
nesses during the morning had 
tallied up a total of $855,328.79 
deposits to Guzik’s credit.

TO BE ELECTION ISSUE 


Protesting Taxpayers to Organ- 
ize for Aldermanic Campaign 
in 1931, Counsel say 


In an effort to induce members 
of the Board of Aldermen to vote 
for repeal of the ordinance author- 
izing the widening of Gravois ave- 
nue and to subsequent!y pass a new 
ordinance distributing the tax bur- 
den for the project, the Gravois 
Improvement rict Protest Asso- 
ciation has announced it will en- 
deavor to present a united front of 

| 24,000 votes at the polls next spring 
| when Aldermen from the 14 even 
numbered wards will be elected. 

A statement issued today ody 
Charles Comer, a member of the 
association’s legal committee, de- 
clares that every effort will be 
made to have the 24,000 assessed 
tdxpayers in the benefit district 
view the candidacy of the Aldermen 

in the light of their action on the 
requested repeal. 

“Although ai “resolution was 
adopted at a meeting of this as- 
sociation last Monday suggesting 
that Aldermen be elected by ward, 
instead of city-wide vote, the pur- 
poses of our cause can best be 
served through the present elec- 
tion methods,’’ the statement reads. 
“Under the city-wide vote pressure 
can be brought to bear on a larger 
number of Aldermen than if the 
Aldermen affected were only those 
representing the benefit district. 
The election of Aldermen by wards 

‘is desirable in some. respects, but 
the present method is better suited 
to our fight.” 

In conjunction with the request 
for the repeal of the present. wid- 
ening ordinance, a petition asking 
that the benefit judgments be set 
aside will be presented to Circuit 
Judge Landwehr next week. The 
petition, which is being prepared 
by Comer, Otis Clonts and August 
Walz, attorneys owning property 
in the benefit district, will. point 
out that the term of court in 
which the judgment-was returned 
has not expired, and the order can 
therefore be set aside. A petition 
bearing several thousand 
tures will be presented along with 
the legal document, Clonts said. 

It is the contention of protesting 
taxpayers in the Gravois benefit 
district that the roject is a benefit 
to all citizens and should be paid 
for through a general assessment 
and from bond issue funds. Meet- 
ings to discuss the situation will 
be held as follows: Friday eve- 
ning, Gambrinus Hall, 3631 Salena 
street: Saturday evening, Central 
Library; Monday evening, Kings- 
land Theater, Gravois and Alma 
avenues. 

In the three weeks since the 
23,470 special tax bills for the 
Gravois widening were mailed out, 
about 7500 of them, or almost one- 
third, have been paid. The total 
of the bills was. $1,538,930.13 and 
the amount paid so far is $481,615 
or nearly one-third, including a 
small amount of interest. The in- 
terest charge is at the rate of 1 
per cent a year, pro rated for the 
actual elapsed time, if payment is 
made within 30 days after the bills 
were mailed, but the rate there-.

Indian Self Rule— 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 13.—Delegates to 
the Indian round table conference 
on Indian self-rule stepped aside 
today until next Monday to permit 


the Imperial Conference to write 
its closing chapters and the do- 
minion premiers to get on their way 
home. In the interim the Indian 
delegates will seek agreement on 
policy and bases for negotiations 
to give them a united front in par- 
leys with the British representa- 
tives. 

The principal point of difference 
among the Indian delegates is the 
old Moslem-Hindu antagonism, but 
the unanimous choice of Aga Khan, 
Moslem leader, as chairman of the 
British India delegation, is believed 
to indicate proof of a conciliatory 
spirit among the Hindu majority. 

Monday’s meeting of the confer- 
ence will be a plenary session at 
Saint James’ palace. The pro- 
cedure to be followed in develop- 
ment of the discussion of India’s 
future form of Government probab- 
ly will be outlined then. The ia- 
dians are demanding, in the words 
of M. A. Jinnah, British India Mos- 
lem delegate, “translation and ful- 
fillment” of the British pledges of 
self-government into action. 

The British press today generally 
took a keen interest in the confer- 
ence which opened yesterday, and 
was on the whole inclined to con- 
sider # as initiated under hopeful 
circumstances. “There is evidence 
that, in some matters,” said the 
Times, “there is greater promise of 
agreement than was visible a few 
days ago. The delegations have 
begun their progress along an un- 
known road in a spirit which prom- 
ises well for their safe arrival.”’ 

Advisory Body Is Named. 

At the opening yesterday, when 
King George himself made a hope- 
ful speech, in the great gallery of 
the House of Lords, East met West 
around two large oval tables, one 
set within the other, in the great 
red and gold hall where Americans 
participated at the opening of the 
five-Power naval limitation confer- 
ence last winter. It was here that 
the King took from his red spec- 
tacle case his rimless glasses, looped 
them behind his ears, and read his 
speech which many Americans 
heard by radio.

Among the delegates at the open- 
ing of the conference yesterday 
were proud sovereign Princes who 
rule 30,000,000 Indians—the Gaek- 
war of Baroda, the Bikanir of 
Kashmir and the veteran Mahara- 
jah Patiala, who alone survives of 
those who rendered homage at the 
Durbar that proclaimed Victoria as 
Empress. There was Mohammed 
Ali, who served years in jail for 
agitating against the King-Em- 
peror’s government. 

There was present the Marahajah 
of Patiala, looking like a fierce 
medieval Mogul Emperor, with his 
great head and turned-up black 
mustache, and Agha Khan, roman- 
tic pope of the Mohammedan sect, 
whose followers use his bath water 
as holy water, but who looks like a 
prosperous, though dusky, Western 
business man. 

Also the Maharajah of Jammu 
and Kashir, who appeared in the 
law courts here as “Mr. A.” in a 
scandal] of a few years ago.

How Opening of the Round Table 
Was Received in India. 
By the Associated Press. 

BOMBAY, Nov. 13.—Bombay 
morning papers played prominent- 
ly the inauguration of the Indian 
round table conference in London, 
and gave especial note to the 
King’s address which they carried 
with His Majesty's pictures. 

The Times of India, British- 
owned, called attention to the 
King’s: words that there had been a 
very great change in the political 
life of India. The Bombay Chron- 
icle, organ of the All-India Nation- 
al Congress, questioned the repre- 
sentative character of the confer- 
ence and asserted that the speeches 
were sonorous, vague and labored. 
The paper complained that the 
King’s speech evinced sympathy 
with Indian aspirations but indi- 
cated nothing more. 

The convening of the conference 
resulted in repercussions through- 
out India yesterday, culminating in 
a riot in this city in which 25 
demonstrators were injured and 
the entire tocal “‘war council” ar- 
rested. Hartals, or cessations of 
work, were observed in various de- 
grees in Bombay, Calcutta and 
Karachi. 

In Calcutta, the City Corporation 
adopted a resolution recording its 
“emphatic condemnation of the 
round table conference having re- 
gard to the circumstances in which 
it was constituted and its entirely 


unrepresentative character.” - Five 
Kuropean members, three Hindu 
Liberals and one. Mohammedan 


walked out of the council cham- 
ber before a vote on the resolution 
was taken. 

From Poona jail. where Mahat- 
m2 Gandhi sits for long hours at 
a spinning wheel, there came no in- 
dication that the day was regarded 
by the leader of the Congress 
movement as different from any 
other. The riot here was precip- 
itated when anti-conference dem- 
onstrators attempted to walk’ ,in 
procession through the city. They 
were dispersed by mounted police. 
but reformed their ranks and 
surged through the Government of- 
fices on the Esplanada Maidan be. 
fore they again were turned back. 

At Karachi, several thousand ad- 
herents of the All-India Nationa! 
Congress, carrying black flags and 
wearing black badges, paraded 
here last night in protest at con- 
vening of the Indian round table 
conference at London. A meeting 
held after the parade denounced 
the conference.

SEE LONDON ONLY 
THROUGH VEILS 


Several Wives of Delegates to 
Round Table Conference 
Adhere to Custom.

LONDON, Nov. 13.—A group of 
Princesses who have come half way 
across the world with their hus- 
bands to attend the Indian round 
table conference will go home, at 


last, without having seen the shops 
of Bond and Regent streets, 

As a matter of fact, anything 
they do see will be only through 
the folds of the “prdah”’ veil which 
conceals the face of a Marahanex. 
from the gaze of her subjects. 

Several such wives are with the 
delegation, thoygh not all the 
Princesses of India adhere to the 
ancient custom. If one leaves her 
hotel for the theater, she walks be- 
hind a portable screen from room 
to motor, rides to the play in a car 
with drawn curtains, and watches 
the stage froin behind a bamboo 
blind through which a curious aud- 
ience may not peer. 

The Maharanee of Alwar, and 
the two wives of the Maharajah of 
Patiala, are among the women who 
will see London only through a 
heavy veil. 

Purdah women are seen by no 
man except their husbands and 
specified relatives. A few of these 
women now in London have not 
been allowed to lift their veil even 
for their own brothers.

“We hope to show, in stamps, 
Washington as a youth, as a civil 
engineer, as Commander in Chief 
of the Army, and so on through his 
life,” said Brown. “The Richmond 
portrait depicts him about the time 
when he went out with Braddock.” 

Brown chanced across the Rich- 
mand portrait on one of his fly- 
ing trips with the air mail. It 
was painted from life by Lobert 
Peel.

s ago my husband quit a per- 
Aad dco tob because, despite the fact 
that he had been laid off two months 
with blood-polsoning and was miles we 
hind with expenses, he was threatened. 
with dismissal if he did not give to the 
Community Fund. We had always giv- 
en, but this time we were not able and 
we refused to be bullied into submission. 
Just Providence found us another job. 
And We were only one of thousands upon 


whom such methods were and are being 


used. 
Today our affairs are at an equally 


grave crisis. We have stiff time pay- 
ments to meet on furniture, a radio, a 
washing machine and 4 correspondence 
school course—all things that go to 
make up a habitable home and to which 
our patient toil justly entitles us, These 
things were bought when our salary was 
nearly double what it is now, but we still 
have to pay the piper. I myself have 
canvassed froma door to door faithfully 
through last winter's blizzard and this 
summer’s heat, and I am still punishing 
myself with bruises suffered falling down 
steps to say nothing of the injury to my 
oft offended pride—all to try to keep our 
little home from collapsing. In my daily 
rounds’ I have done more real charity 
than most of my more affluent neigh- 
bors. Now, when it is harder to earn 
money and there are extra demands, such 
as coal, winter clothing and school ac- 
cessories, and my family, .too,. expect 
some cheer at Christmas, it is rumored 
that we will be expected to give a day's 
pay at the plant. 

We, too, have been jobless and had to 
remain hungry, but we had too much 
pride to admit defeat and become beg- 
gars. ‘There is some excuse for the poor 
Negroes whose opportunities are limited 
by an unjust barrier-of caste or color, 
but as long as there are shoestrings to 
peddle I can see no excuse for able-bodied 
white people to sit in idleness. If 1, a 
woman, born and reared in compara- 
tive luxury, can humble myself to peddle 
hosiery to help make a living, I am quite 
sure that other women less pampered 
than I have been should be able to help 
themselves. 

It is true the disabled poor must be 
cared for, but must the burden be borne 
by those who are only a little better off 
than they? Dare not we who are thrif- 
ty and persevering enough to obtain and 
hold a job exercise the right to give ac- 
cording to our means when living is in- 
secure at the best?

Why not pass a law assess- 
ing each person for a charity tax, ac- 
cording to his income, and let the State 
take care of the poor? That is about the

Doubts Soundness of Debenture Plan.

» Resinbeg explanation of the debenture 


plan for agricultural relief is all right 
as far as it goes, but does not go far 
enough. If a farmer raised 100 bushels 
of wheat and fed it on his farm he would 
get no debenture; further, the wheat he 
took to the elevator would only receive 
its ratio to the exportable surplus. Figur- 
ing out these ratios certalaly would be 
some job.

THE GOLD MYSTERY. — 
One of the interesting theories of the depression 


lof the British Empire Marketiig Board. It 4s, in 
brief, a contention that-the purchasing power of the 
world has been impaired by the scarcity of gold in 
quarters which are accustomed to using it in the or- 


channels of trade. “eee s* 

"That economists will agree that this Is the primary 
cause of the depression is doubtful. There is, how- 
ever, such a body of authoritative opinion behind 
the theory that it commands respect. The debate 
upon the subject serves to show that we are far from 
understanding why the world is in its present plight. 
We know that it resulted from the World War, but 
just how is a matter for such expert opinion that the 
voice of the professional economist: is about the only 
voice that commands respect. The mystery as to 
gold is related in the following’from Editorial Re- 


search Reports: ’ 


A report of the League of Nations’ gold. dele- 
outtan, penanined last month, predicts that the 
world’s production of gold will begin sharply to 
diminish by 1934. In the Rand district of South 
Africa the gold output is expected to decline 75 
per cent in the next 20 years. Nor is the delega- 
tion hopeful that new sources of gold will be 
discovered. It points out that only certain desert 
areas of Australia, Central Asia and the Sudan, 
along with the tropical wildernesses in which the 
Amazon and the Orinoco rise, have not yet been 
thoroughly combed over in man’s age-old quést 
for the yellow metal. 

The panic of 1893, like the depression of 1930, 
was explained in many quarters by a decreasing 
supply of gold, and hence of money. Good busi- 
ness conditions returned to the United States at 
about the time that the world’s stock of gold be- 
gan materially to increase—whether or no this 
was cause and effect. The business revival 
which ushered in prosperity got under way in 
1897. The annual average of the world’s gold 
production from 1881 to 1890 was 5,200,000 fine 
ounces; in 1893, it went to 7,600,000; in ‘1895, to 
9,600,000; in 1897, to 11,400,000, and in 1900, to 
12,300,000. 

This great increase in gold production was due, 
first, to new discoveries in South Africa and the 
Klondike; and, secondly, to more economical 
methods of recovering gold from the ore. Those 
who refuse today to become pessimistic about the 
supply of gold in the years ahead hope that new 
methods will: be found whereby gold may be ob- 
tained as a by-product from other metals. When 
the value of gold increases in terms of goods, and 
the costs of labor and materials become lower, 
gold may be profitably obtained from mines that 
shut down to avoid operating at a loss while gold 
was comparatively cheap and costs’ were high. 
Those holding the gold theory believe a more 
efficient distribution. of the world’s supply of 
gold, possibly at the instigation of the- Bank 
for International Settlements, would tend to rem- 
edy the present gold shortage in some countries. 
Also, since gold is used as a reserve against cred- 
it, improved banking technique may reduce the 
proportion of gold held against the nations cur- 
rencies without impairing public confidence in 
those ourrencies. Other considerations are that 
peace in India, China and the return of pros- 
perity in the Occidental nations should restore 
to circulation much gold now being hoarded, 
while less and less gold coin is being required 
every year as currency throughout the world. 

Those who do not accept the theory that prices 
necessarily vary with the supply of gold insist 
that this is too simple a theory to be applicable 
to s0 complicated a phenomenon as today’s busi- 
ness world, with its many and varied ferms of 
expanding or restricting credit. This school lays 
the present decline in prices rather to a decline 
in demand due to overproduction in the past and 
lack of purchasing power at present. 


Our observation is that the theory advanced by 
Mr. Lloyd is gaining ground. There is an answer to 
it in the current New Republic by George Soule. Mr. 
Soule goes so far as to disagree entirely with the 
theory that a managed currency would prevent a 
repetition of the present catastrophe, and fears that 
it might even make matters worse. That is, his is 
the school which does not believe that production 
can do more than halt when it overreaches itself. He 
says of the counter theory: 

We might learn that in order to maintain suf- 
ficient popular purchasing power we must, at a 
time when improved technique is increasing pro- 
duction and reducing costs almost everywhere, 


allow prices to fall. Perhaps the distribution of 
purchasing power is more at fault than its total 


amount, 

It will occur to the world that the United States 
and France might settle this controversy by releasing 
some of their gold to England and Germany. If the 
gold theory is correct, the result would be to replen- 
ish the depleted gold stocks of Central Europe and 
those of Latin America, and to restore the purchas- 
ing powers of those parts of the world in which the 
depression is worst. However, as Mr. Lloyd points 
out, that would have to be a voluntary movement. 
There is no international] law of finance, no author- 
ity which can remind either ourselves or France of 
an international obligation. Both’ countries would 
have to be moved by self-interest.

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A DANGEROUS DECISION. 
| In holding that the Street Department is without 
any legal authority to establish safety zones, Pro- 
visional Judge Stein creates a dangerous situation. 
. There are approximately 500 safety zones in the 
city. Many of them, such as the safety zones on 
Olive street and those in the school district of Union 
boulevard, are all that make it safe for pedestrians 
to venture into the street. To interpose a technical- 
ity against such a widespread provision of safety, 
as Judge Stein has done, is to strain at a gnat and 
swallow a camel. The automobile driver as safety 
zones sufficiently precarious before this decision. In 
several instances people have been run down while 
standing in zones waiting for street cars. To give 
recklessness even the slightest assurance that it is 
within its legal rights when it invades these zones 
is to create a perilous situation. The city, the 
Board of Education and the street car company have 
all co-operated in the creation of a safety system, the 
need of which is acutely felt. It has reduced street 
fatalities thus far in 1930 from 142 for the same 
period last year to 134. 

Obviously, the city cannot locate some 500 safety 
zones by ordinance. It is therefore necessary for it 
to delegate these powers to someone. They are at 
present vested in the Street Department. If to com- 
ply with the law the city must have a more definite 
ordinance than it has at present, such an instrument 
should be fashioned without delay. 
Meanwhile, we cannot imagine anything more per- 
flous to life and limb than a feeling among reckless 
motorists that if they run through safety zones the 
courts are going to sustain them. Police Jadge Fos- 
ter says he will continue his policy of fining motor- 
ists who drive through safety zones marked with traf- 
fic buttons, dismissing cases only of those who drive 
through yellow lines. That is a policy of another 
color,* but not much better. The city may in some 
respects paint the lily in its efforts to protect life 
and limb upon the streets, but its errors are usually 
upon the side of safety. All cities are struggling 
with this problem. Like St. Louis, most American 
cities are making little or no headway against the 
frightful toll taken annually by automobiles. To in- 
terpose the undotted “i” or the uncrossed “t” in such 
a struggle seems to us to reduce a great public ne- 
cessity to an absurdity. 
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WHERE LANGUAGE IS AN ISSUE. 

Living in a nation whose political issues include 
such matters as ecanomic depression, the tariff, wa- 
ter power, international co-operation and prohibi- 
tion, it may be difficult for us to imagine a people 
who don’t get excited about such matters but de- 
vote frenzied political oratory to discussing what 
language shall be spoken. Yet that is the Belgian 
situation, and just now the nation is in the midst 
of a first-class Cabinet crisis over the matter of 
French vs. Flemish. The Cabinet has resigned, and 
King Albert is busy making peace exhortations in 
the two languages, probably dropping occasionally 
into German and English, which he also speaks 
fluently, when words fail him in the other tongues. 
The buffer state between the Teutonic and Latin 
cultures of Europe, Belgium has a population evenly 
divided in its mother tongues. Both languages are 
official for public business and in the army. So bit- 
ter is the rivalry that any Flemish recruit who 
disregards orders in French may precipitate a po- 
litical storm, and the schools are constant sources 
of disagreement. 
The Belgians might study the case of Switzerland, 
where French, German and Italian are spoken, despite 
which the nation holds the world’s endurance record 
for domestic and foreign peace. 
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WHEN PROF. EINSTEIN COMES. 
Prof. Albert Einstein, the German scientist, is com- 
ing to America to do special research work and “will 
travel strictly incognito.” The professor is famous 
for his theory of relativity which, it has been re- 
peatedly said, only 12 men in the world are capable 
of understanding. It might also be said that none 
of the 12 has as yet translated the proposition into 
popular language. This ought, in our opinion, to be 
done, and the present moment seems to us an ex- 
cellent time to do it. What the professor did, in his 
theory of relativity, was simply this: He put a hop 
on the starbeam’s fast one. That is all, but—take it 
from the highbrows—that is a good deal. And we 
hope the country will respect our distinguished 
guest’s desire for privacy and peace, -ungarnished 
by motor rides through the residence sections, re- 
ceptions, oratory and the ubiquitous fried chicken. 
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GENE AND MARY. 
Gene Howe of Amarillo, Tex., has patched up his 
quarrel with Mary Garden. Mary often has been 
called “the best actress on the operatic stage” and 
her talents extend beyond the footlights. When Gene 
said after Mary’s appearance with the Chicago Civic 
Opera company that Mary is “so old she totters,” 
when he accused her of being unable to Sing and 
of leaving out part of “Thais,” did Mary retire to 
hospitable Chicago to sulk?

Underconsumption, not overproduction, is world ailment, British economist thinks: 
if greater buying power were created, surplus stocks would disappear; proposes 
increasing money supply, not by inflation but by credit expansion and orderly 
movement of gold; hoarding by United States and France blocks world trade. 


URING a severe depression like the 
J) oresent it is not merely one or two 

commodities which are being “overpro- 
duced’”’; producers of nearly every other 
commodity are also complaining of over- 
production. In most forms of economic ac- 
tivity, including employment, the supply 
exceeds the demand. Industry as well as 
agriculture is faced with a falling off in de- 
mand and a slump in prices. The workers 
in industry cannot get enough money to 
buy what they want from the farmers be- 
cause the farmers cannot get enough for 
their produce to buy what they want from 
the workers in industry.

It would be absurd to suggest that wage 
earners and primary producers through- 
out the world are not buying each other’s 
products because they have already satis- 
fied each other’s wants and have got all 
they need. The real trouble is not so much 
overproduction as underconsumption, and 
we must therefore look for the cause of 
the trouble in some breakdown in the ma- 
chinery of exchange. What has. happened 
is a change in the relation between the 
supply and demand for money, which is 
the medium of exchange. 

If by some miracle a contraction in the 
supply of money were accompanied by a 
simultaneous and proportionate reduction 
in all money payments, the exchange of 
goods and services would continue as _be- 
fore unaffected and there would be no crisis 
to worry about. But unfortunately this 
does not happen. Prices of primary prod- 
ucts dealt in freely in world markets fall 
first, while many of the costs of produc- 
tion and distribution, including wages and 
transportation costs, fall much more slowly 
and interest charges, rent, rates and taxes 
do not fall at all or gnly after a long in- 
terval, 

The sudden creation of a disparity be- 
tween prices and costs wipes out profits and 
leads to the closing down of factories and 
the discharge of workers, while the reduc- 
tion of profits and the loss of wages leads 
to a contraction of demand. We thus see 
that a change in the relationship between 
prices and costs causes an apparent over- 
production and an_ inevitable undercon- 
sumption. If we continue to use the term 
“overproduction” we must be clear in our 
minds that what we mean is overproduc- 
tion in relation to the volume of demand 
at the former leve] of prices; and this of 
course implies that money has not been 
increasing fast enough to maintain the vol- 
ume of demand at the former level of 
prices. It follows that the common-sense 
remedy is more money and not less pypduc- 
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According to Joseph Kitchin’s calcula- 
tions, the net addition to the world’s stock 
of gold money during the last seven or 
eight years has been at the rate of 1% per 
cent per annum, while the League of Na- 
tions’ index of world production of food- 
stuffs and raw materials shows an increase 
of between 3 and 4 per cent per annum 
during the same period.. Assuming that

stantially unaltered, this rate of increase 
in the world’s gold supplies is evidently 
insufficient to maintain a stable price level. 

Until a year ago the principal central 
banks of the world could draw on gold in 
circulation and in other ways could make 
the existing gold go farther and thus com- 
pensate for the annual shortage in gold 
production. Consequently the fall in the 
Price level before the recent drop was not 
SO severe as it would have been otherwise. 


The four most important gold-holding 
countries are the United States, France, 
Great Britain and Germany. The signifi- 
cant facts are that the United States has 
more than twice as much gold as before 
the war, that France has increased’ her 
stock by 10 per cent since 1913 and by 
more than 20 per cent since 1927, and that 
Great Britain and Germany had in Decem- 
ber, 1929, less gold than they had before 
the war. During 1928 and 1929, France ab- 
sorbed more than the whole gold produc- 
tion of the British Empiré. 

During 1929, movements of gold were 
on an unprecedented scale. The net result 
was an increase in the stocks of the United 
States and France, which already had am- 
ple supplies, and a depletion of the stocks 
of Great Britain and Germany. The severe 
loss of gold from London compelled the 
Bank of England to raise the bank rate to 
6% per cent in order to raise the exchange 
value of the pound and stop the drain, 


With regard to the enormous influx of 
Sold into France, many people ask how it 
is that France has been able to import 
nearly $900,000,000 worth of gold during 
the last two years. The answer to this ap- 
pears to be twofold. First, during the 
flight from the franc in 1926 and 1927, 
French institutions and private individuals 


bought vast quantities of foreign exchange — 


and foreign securities exceeding probably, 
at the lowest estimate, $1,500,000,000 in 
value. When confidence wes restored, the 
Bank of France obtained statutory powers 
to issue notes against foreign assets and 
was thus.able to acquire the greater part 
of these foreign holdings by the issue of 
hew paper francs. . | 


Secondly, there are technical reasons con- 
nected with the organization of the French 
money market and the statutes of the Bank 
<. France which make it difficult to coun- 
teract the excessive infiux of gold. It 
would be unfair to charge France with any 
deliberate attempt to. sabotage the working 
of the gold standard, and it is probably 
truer to say that the situation got out of 
hand more through imperfect realization of 
the significance of what was happening 
than through any attempt to obtain a na- 
tional advantage for France at the expense 
of other countries. In the working of the

This writer does not remember 
in recent years a more stirring 
book than Churchill’s memoirs of 
his early life up to the age of 26. 
It is not merely that the author 
had many great adventures, Books 
of adventure are by no means rare. 
It is the spirit in which the young 

British aristocrat went at life 
that makes the book a source of. 
joy. It was in the golden age of 
the British Empire that he was 
young. The imperial spirit was 
still serenely and haughtily confi- 
dent of its high destiny. No seri- 
ous cloud had risen above the hori- 
zon of the spacious British firma- 
ment, and the four-year storm of 
blood that was destined to wreck 
the world, was yet far off. 


The high, heroic view of per- 
sonal life and national purpose was 
still abroad among the ruling class 
of the empire, and young Churchill! 
was fitted in every way—by birth, 
by social connection, by tempera- 
ment and by training—to live a life 
in keeping with that view. What- 
ever may be said, and quite truth- 
fully, as to British arrogance and 
imperial crimes—things that can be 
said justly of every empire that ever 
existed—in its halcyon period Great ' 
Britain did produce a very high 
type of human being, of which the 
young Churchill was a notable ex- 
emplar. Life to him was played 
much as though it were a pole 
match on a grand scale. Wherever 
life might be lived at high tension 
at the price of peril, there he rode, 
and always uncanny luck rode with 
him. To outline his early career 
as soldier and correspondent in the 
desperate fighting with the Pathans 
his service with Kitchener against 
the Dervishes of the Soudan, his. 
days with the Spanish Army in 
Cuba,-his audacious activities in 
the Boer War and his rise to fame 
at the age of 26, would be to give 
only the slightest notion as to the 
gripping power of his book.

As 
an extraordinarily fine and cour- 
ageous achievement, his has not 
been excelled. Yet fairness de- 
mands that many others flying into 
eternity be gratefully remembered 
as just as courageous. 

The ephemeral quality called 
luck, plus a cool capacity for quick 
thinking, played a big and import- 
ant part in Lindbergh's romance of 
the air. Snatched out of total ob- 
scurity, the acclaim of the world 
was increased by. the incessant 
huzzahs of the press. 

It is unfortunate in his heroic 
role he has to be bothered by 
newspapermen but that is fame’s 
inevitable penalty. Others who 
won greatness have bowed to it 
goodnaturedly. Over zealousness 
on the part of scandal reporters or 
caméra men is not the fault of the 
press. It is on the whole a decent 
profession, 

Col. Lindbergh’s most conspicu- 
ous example of ill temper was in- 
duiged when his son was born. 
Naturally, the press wanted a pho- 
tograph of the heir for an eager 
multitude. Instead, he took thw 
photograph himself and passed it 
out to only those papers and press 
associations he favored. 

He was a little surprised when 
papers he had snubbed published 
the picture he had denied them at 
the same time as those he favored. 
All newspapers are geared to grap- 
ple with just such emergencies.‘

Ralph Pierson Offers News- 
paper Articles to Show 
Prejudice in St. Louis. 


Newspaper accounts of the Buck- 
ingham Hotel Annex fire, causing 
seven deaths, Dec. 5, 1927, and of 
the arrest lasc January of the four 
men charged wit; first-degree mur- 
der and arson in the case, were 
presented today as the first ex- 


one of the owners of the’ Annex, 
for a change of venue. 

Charles M. Hay, attorney for 
Pierson, planned to follow the 
newspaper articles with testimony 
from the circulation managers of 
the papers as to their distribution 
through the city. He is contending 
that prejudice exists which will 
make it impossible for Pierson to 
have a fair trial within this juris- 
diction. 

The presentation of newspaper 
evidence was interrupted for the 
testimony of Justice of the Peace 
W. D. Moore of the Ninth District, 
one of about 25 witnesses sum- 
moned by Hay to testify to their 
belief that prejudice exists against 
Pierson. 

Moore, a personal friend of Pier- 
son, testified he had talked of the 
case with about 25 persons, mostly 
business men of his neighborhood, 
Vandeventer and Chouteau ave- 
nues, and lodge brothers. With- 
cut exception, he «declared, those 
who were not acquainted with 
Pierson were convinced that he 
was guilty and should be punished. 
Frequently, he said, he had been 
compelled to defend Pierson 
against the charges of prejudiced 
persons whose opinions were based 
on hearsay. 

Fred E. Beard, general manager 
of an automobile agency, said he 
had talked about the case with 
customers, friends and _ relatives, 
and had heard his employes dis- 
cussing it. Except for one man 


agreed in believing him guilty, 
Beard said. Pressed for his own 
opinion, he said he believed Picrson 
gsvilty and declared he did not be- 
lieve that, as a juror, he could give 
the defendant a fair trial. 

Dr. John H. Simon, one-time 
Democratic candidate for Mayor. 
said the opinion of guilt was al- 
most unanimous among more than 
100 persons he had talked with. 
He heard some men and women 
say the principals in the case should 
be hanged or burned at the stake. 
and he doubted whether he could 
be fair as a juror. “I could try,” 
he said, “but from the psychologi- 
cal standpoint, no matter how hard 
-we try, we are influenced by the 
cry of the mob. I doubt if I could 
judge the evidence on its merits.” 

Judge Taylor must pass on the 
plea for removal of the case to an- 
other circuit. Circuit Attorney Mil- 
ler is opposing the motion. 

The Circuit Attorney, it meeting 
a recent similar piea in the Ryckoff

CHINA TREATY RIGHTS 


Proposes Gradual Relinquish- 
ment Based on Effective Na- 
tive Law Administration. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13:—Sub- 
mission by the American Govern- 
ment of proposals to the Chinese 
Government for the gradual relin- 
quishment of American extraterri- 
torial rights in China was an- 
nounced today by Secretary Stim- 
son. 

The proposals are in line with 
the State Department’s policy enun- 
ciated last year that the United 


States was prepared to negotiate 
on a method for relinquishment of 
the treaty rights. 

At that time, the United States 
sdid relinquishment would apply to 
designated territorial areas in 
China or to particular kinds of 
jurisdiction, such as civil or crim- 
inal rights held under the treaty. 
Under these rights, Americans are 
not subject to Chinese courts. 

The condition attached by the 
United States to its policy was that 
it must proceed along with the 
enactment and effective enforce- 
ment of laws by China “based on 
modern concepts of jurisprudence.” 

The proposals of the American 
Government in the broad sense are 
based in part on the principle of 
transfer of jurisdiction in all but 
specified areas. They are similar 
to but not identical with proposals 
by the British Government to the 
Chinese in September. 

The proposals were communicat- 
ed to Minister Wu of China here 
and Foreign Minister C. T. Wang 
at Nanking. 


NEW RULE BEING DRAFTED 
ON SAFETY ZONE DRIVING 


Provisional Police Judge Holds 
Present Ordinance Inoperative, as 
It Is Delegation of Power. 

A new ordinance governing safe- 
ty zones is being drafted by the 
City Counselor's office with a view 
to correcting defects which, in the 
opinion of Provisional Judge Stein 
of Police Court, render the present 
ordinance inoperative. 

Judge Stein announced yesterday 
he had adopted a policy of dis- 
missing all cases in which motorists 
are charged with driving through a 
safety zone or to the left of a 
safety zone when a sign directs 
otherwise, on the ground that the 
ordinance constitutes a delegation 
of power by the Board of Alder- 
men, because the various zones are 
not specifically described. 

The City Counselor's office hopes 
to perfect an ordinance which will 
be effective by specifying condi- 
tions under which zones may be es- 
tablished, thus avoiding the neces- 
sity of identifying each zone. About 
60 days must elapse before the or- 
dinance may be adopted. 

Meanwhile, Police Judge Foster 
has said he will continue his policy 
of fining motorists who drive 
through zones which are marked 
with traffic buttons, dismissing 
cases involving zones marked only 
by yellow lines. 


FORMER OHIO TREASURER

Bert B. Buckley Had Year to Serve 
for Dry Law Bribe 
Conspiracy, e*

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Bert 
B. Buckley, former State Treasurer 
of Ohio, convicted on charges of 
bribery and conspiracy and. sen- 
tenced to serve two years and six 
months in the penitentiary, today 
was granted a parole effective Nov. 
20. He had one year yet to serve 
in the Atlanta penitentiary. 

Buckley was arrested in January, 
1929, and charged with conspiracy 
to bribe John Eckhart, Acting As- 
sistant Prohibition Director of the 
Ohio-Indianz district. to permit 
the shipping of beer from Cincin. 
Nati breweries. Gov. Cooper threat- 
ened to impeach him before the 
Legislature and he resigned as 
Treasurer. 

Buckley contended his trouble 
was the result of connivance among 
political enemies.

Christ Theofeles, known to the 
trade as Jimmy Londos, who claims 
the heavyweight wrestling cham- 
pionship, had little trouble in de- 
fending that claim against Rudy 
Dusek last night at the Coliseum. 
Londos pinned Dusek after 56 
minutes and 37 seconds with a body 
slam. As the name of the “hold” 
indicates, the “body slam” describes 
the act of one wrestler picking up 
the other and then slamming him 
to the mat with such force that 
the slamee is rendered hors de 
combat. 

Dusek was not put out of action 
entirely by being bounced to the 
mat, but after he hit the floor he 


didn’t offer much resistance as 
Londos landed on top of him and 
pressed his shoulders to the mat. 

Dusek started out as the aggres- 
sor when the bell rang prancing 
toward Londos’ corner with both 
arms swinging and blowing hard 
through the nose as only a wrestler 
or boxer with a battered beak can 
blow. Londos spread his legs 
apart, leaned forward to meet his 
opponent and the match was on. 
They grabbed for holds and after 
a few minutes of scuffling, Lon- 
dos catapulted to the ropes in 
avoiding Dusek. catching his arms 
on the top and center strand to 
avoid crashing to the press row.

Thirty Years Ago. 

UST as the football world to- 
J day is sounding the praises of 

Yale’s Booth, Notre Dame's Sa- 
voldi and Carideo, Ohio State's 
Fesler and Northwestern's Bruder, 
so, just 30 years ago. this time, 
were the praises of a tall, slim, 
fast Yale halfback being chanted 
to the sport-heavens. 

This .clever-running, long-kick- 
ing halfback was then just Al 
Sharpe. Now. he is Dr. A. H. 
Sharpe, director of athletics at 
Washington University. 

I have had the pleasure of many 
a talk and many a reminiscence 
with Dr. Sharpe. 

In the course of a recent con- 
versation, I asked Dr. Sharpe what 
was the best Yale team, in his 
opinion. Now, there is a great dif- 
ference in football of 1930 and 
that of 19090. No forward pass, 
not niuch “open stuff” in those 
days. 

Sharpe's reply was quick. ‘The 
1900 Yale team,” he said, “was far 
and away the greatest team of 
what are now “the old days.” I've 
forgotten just how many points we 
scored but it was up in\the hun- 
dreds and the only points against 
us that year were by a Princeton 
field goal, kicked by the famous 
Johnny DeWitt and counting, then, 
five points. We won that game, 
29—5 and defeated Harvard 28—0. 
Naturally, the difference in foot- 
ball in the last. three decades 
makes it impossible to compare 
teams of that day and this. 

“Let’s see,” he continued, “we 
had in the backfield, Billy Fincke 
at quarter, Perry Hale at full and 
myself and George Chadwick at 
halves. The captain of the team, 
one of the game's greatest guarcs, 
was Gordon “Skim” Brown and 
Dick Sheldon, the great all-around 
athlete, paired with him. Ralph 
Bloomer, then a sophomore, and 
George Stillman were at tackles, 
“Bo” Olcott was at center and 
Sherman Coy, elder brother of the 
great Ted, and Charley Gould were 
at the ends. Not a touchdown was 
scored on us and we swept through 
the season with big scores against 
all sorts of conditions of opposi- 
tion. It would be mighty interest- 
ing to know what that bunch 
would have becn able to do with

~ PROGRESS OF NEGRO 


Secretary Says Race Makes 
Good in All Fields—Urges 
More Schools. 


By the Associated Presa. ° 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—The 
advancement made by the Ameri- 
can Negro was described last night 
by Secretary of the Interior. Wilbur 


as phenomenal, 

Speaking over the National 
Broadcasting chain, he said: “there 
is no more amazing picture in the 
history of education than that pre- 
sented by the American citizen of 
the Negro race.” 

The Cabinet member said . that 
the Bureau of Education in the In- 
terior Department was striving to 
improve the condition of the Ne- 
groes and he expressed the opinion 
that education will permit them 
“not only to obtain a secure eco- 
nomic position but also to do their 
full share as American citizens.” 

Secretary Wilbur said it is nat- 
ural that the Negro should reflect 
the social -conditions of his environ- 
ment and that “these are shifting 
for him every day.” 

“While in 1860, he continued, 
“most Negroes were living in a civ- 
ilization which was primarily agri- 
cultural, and for the most part land 
owned by others, we now have tens 
of thousands of homes and farms 
owned by Negroes, and about one- 
third of them are living in our cit- 
ies instead of in the rural districts. 

“The Negro is now making good 
in all walks of life, some have at- 
tained distinction in law, medicine, 
dentistry and education. Others 
have shown good capacity in ed- 
ministration. These leaders in 
these fields have not only great op- 
portunities but great responsibili- 
ties, for it is important that others 
should follow them” 

While there has been a general 
rise in the conditions of the masses 
of the race, the Secretary contin- 
ued, “a steady improvement will 
depend upon the increase of educa- 
tional opportunity and an increase 
in the share that the Negro will 
have in-the economic life of this 
country.” 

Ambrose Caliver, specialist in 
Negro education for the office of 
education, urged ‘Vocational train- 
ing and asserted that the Negro 
“must hasten his pace, and that 
with a double quick tempo, if he is 
to go over the top with the rest cf 
America’s soldiers of progress.” 

The degree of education which 
the Negro possesses was said hy 
John W. Davis, president of West 
Virginia State College, to have “‘en- 
abled him to become dissatisfied 
with his present educational stat- 
us.’"” He added that the high school 
enroliment among Negroes in the 
Southern states is less than 10 per 
1000, while in the United States 
the number of high school stu- 
dents per 1000 is 39.

After 10 minutes of speakin 
during which about 200 perso 


had been attracted, policeme 
broke up the party because t 
speakers had no permits to hold 
meeting on a public street. 

The speakers were put in a p 
trol wagon and taken to Poli 
Headquarters, where Capt. A 
rhein, in command of Central D 
trict, ordered their immediate 
lease and told the arresting ¢ 
ficers not to bring them ba 
Within five minutes the speake 
were back at the golf course @ 
again addressing a crowd from 
orange crate, without police inte 
ference, 

First Speaker Interrupted. 

A man who said he was John 
Peer was the first speaker. W 
asked by a police sergeant whet 
er he had a permit from the St 
Department, he shouted, “W 
about free speech? We are he 
as workers out of jobs. We are n 
burglars, not murderers, n 
thieves, we are unemployed and 
want immediate relief.” 

Peer stepped down from t 
Orange crate and took from a 
gro a sign reading: “Free Lune 
and Carfare for Unemploy 
Workers’ Children.” 

He held this high above 
head while a young woman, 
by associates to be Ethel Steve 
addressed the gathering. 

She assailed the purposes of 
Community Fund and asser 
money collected by the organizati 
should be disbursed by “the wo 
ers instead of those who sit up 
those big offices." 

“Today is the biggest shame 
ail,’ she shouted. “This golf cou 
its the biggest slap they can ¥ 
On the workers. We don't w 
their charity. They come and sg 
us a plece of crumb. Do we we 
that, fellow workers?” 

“We don't want, fellow worke 
charity. We say we're entitled 
employment.” 

She then attacked segregation 
Negro workers, a subject wh 
brought applause from Negroes 
the gathering.
